The proceeds of distributing this 38mm wood are donated to 
The Durango Railroad Historical Society (DRHS) which was 
founded in 1999 and established as a Colorado non-profit 
corporation in March of 2000 and tax-exempt under IRS Code 
Section 501(c)(3).

In a joint project with the San Juan County Historical Society “on the train to yesterday" RAILROA\ é 
(SJCHS), the two Societies reconstructed a section of Silverton 

Northern track and restored the engine and car pits inside the SN engine house 
and the engine doors. They created interpretative signs about the historical 
railroads of Silverton, placed in Silverton. The long-term program is to restore a 


series of freight cars. Current projects are restoring a drop bottom gondola and a 
high side gondola and creating interpretative signs about them. 









































There is also web pages dedicated to the Durango & Silverton route for RailWorks. 
This is a Preservation Series route, the proceeds from which are donated to the 
DRHS too. The Durango & Silverton is one of two remaining segments of the 
Denver & Rio Grande railroad which at one time had the largest operating narrow 
gauge railroad network in North America. The San Juan Extension of the network 
ran from Walsenburg, Colorado via Northern New Mexico over the other remaining 
segment, the present-day Cumbres & Toltec Scenic Railroad, terminating at 
Durango, Colorado. The Silverton branch was constructed primarily to haul gold 
and silver ore mined in the San Juan Mountains, and was completed in July of 
1882. 


As a historic footnote, two other narrow gauge railroads of interest connected to the 
D&RG, both of which had been abandoned by the 1950s. The Silverton Railroad 
operated several branch lines running from Silverton to various mines in the area. 
The Rio Grande Southern, a D&RG subsidiary, ran from Durango, Westward across 
the Animas River, and then in a more less clockwise route through the towns of 
Dolores, Rico, Ophir, Telluride and Ridgeway. 
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By the 1960s, the railroad, its name having become the Denver & Rio Grande Western, had ceased its narrow-gauge 
operations and in 1969 it abandoned the tracks South of Durango. 


At present the Durango & Silverton Narrow Gauge Railroad is owned and operated by American Heritage Railways. The 
railroad is registered as a National Historic Landmark and was awarded as a National Historic Civil Engineering Landmark. 


The D&SNGRR provides year-round train service operating historical trains with rolling stock indigenous to the line. The 
vintage locomotives used to pull trains remain 100% coal-fired and steam-powered, and are maintained in their original 
operating condition. 


Railroad operations are primarily concentrated around excursion trains. As might be expected, maintenance-of-way 
operations also take place on a routine basis. The segment between Needleton and Silverton is particularly vulnerable to 
rock slides and avalanches. Because of this, and because of heavy snow accumulation, the trains run only as far as Cascade 
Canyon in the wintertime. 


In addition, there are two commercial customers of note, both of which are accessible only by means of the railroad, the 100- 
year-old Tacoma Hydro Generating Station, owned by Xcel Energy, and the Tall Timber resort. 


The D&S route represents the present-day railroad. The track layout follows the actual railroad grade to the maximum 
practicable extent. The City of Durango including the railroad year, and the Towns of Silverton, Hermosa and Rockwood are 
depicted. 


The world-famous High Line, where the tracks follow a ledge blasted out of rock walls as high as 400 feet above the Animas 
River, is included in all its grandeur.

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Education started in the Strang vicinity when a sod schoolhouse was constructed in 1872. A two-story building was built in 
the southeast part of town in 1886, then moved to the present location in 1908. After that facility burned in 1928, a 1-12 
school was built. The first high school graduation took place in 1895 and the last graduation was in 1951. Since then, 
Strang's District 36 has provided a K-8 program, with secondary students attending neighboring high schools.

Township have been rekindled in this generation's determination to fulfill the motto, "A Village With Vision." 


The wood was used during the centennial celebrations as a souvenir and could be redeemed with vendors during the 
celebration. It was also sold leading up to the event as a fundraiser to assist with the costs of the centennial celebration. 
There is no record how many were made and distributed; but they were only printed in black ink.

Windmill Pictured above in the middle of the road: Strang was first settled in 1886, and was known as Media. About a month 
later, it became known as Bixby because it was thought that Media sounded like too many other towns in the area. In April 
1886, the settlement was renamed Strang after A. L. Strang donated a windmill and water pump to the town. That windmill 
still stands today in downtown Strang, on Main Street. Around the turn of the century, fires ravaged the town. The two largest 
and most destructive fires occurred on October 10, 1899, and July 12, 1934. The fire of 1934 consumed one town block, 
including the post office, grocery store, cafe, and a residence.

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Top Ten Heaviest Woods in the World by Eric Meier 


There’s just something within human nature that loves to see things ordered and ranked: we want a champion. With this 
intrinsic urge in mind, I’ve compiled a top ten list of the heaviest woods in the world. Keep in mind that wood density can 
vary by an average of plus or minus 10% between samples (called the coefficient of variation), so it’s entirely possible that a 
sample of the tenth-ranked wood on this list could easily weigh more than a sample of the first ranked wood on this list. 


Some of these species weigh, on average, only a few tenths of a 
pound more per cubic foot than their nearest rivals: certainly no 
conclusive ranking should be inferred from the list.

This letter is a report on the Memorial Service held for Fellow Jim Charlton. The service was held at 1 p.m. and conducted by 
Major Ray Braddock of The Salvation Army. It was an intimate group of about twenty-five being split between family and nu- 
mismatic representation.

KoC Rides for little Ashlyn!

Contributed Photo. The two beautiful five-year-olds sit on the couch 
with their mother, combing her hair, stuffing clips into it, making it 
five-year-old gorgeous. One of them approaches the project with 
the authority of experience, while the other uses a pair of toy 
pincers to mimic drying the hair. 


Lacey is the grand artist, twisting her mother’s hair as best as it will 
go, into a half a dozen clips, while her twin sister, Ashlyn, 
massages the hair with her hands, clasping bunches between the 
pincers. There is lots of laughter and the girls are smiling and 
playful. 


“The doctors say to let them play with my hair like this,” their mother, Tammy Coogan, says. “It helps with Ashlyn’s small 
motor skills.” 


Although Mrs. Coogan was a (thyroid) cancer survivor and suffered from hypertension during her pregnancy, there was every 
reason to suppose that the girls would be safely delivered. However, during the time of labour and delivery, several incidents 
of misjudgment finally led to an emergency caesarean section. Baby Ashlyn was born flat; in other words, she did not 
breathe for the first 10 minutes of her life and there was much expectation that she would not survive. She was intubated 
and, given other considerations, when there was a decision to attempt the experimental “Cold therapy” to save her life. So, 
she was put into a hyper-thermic state for three days (and to this day, she hates the cold) in order for the blood flow to go to 
the major organs to repair any issues. There has been some success with stroke patients using this procedure. 


Four weeks of Natal ICU later, Ashlyn was discharged, with constant appointments with Sick Kids for neonatal seizures and 
follow-up. 


By the time she was eight months old, Ashlyn was diagnosed with quadriplegia spastic cerebral palsy. This meant she lacks 
muscle control because of the injury to her developing brain. Doctors told Tammy and husband Tom Coogan that Ashlyn’s 
body was affected by the condition on all four limbs. 


Like many devoted parents of afflicted children, the Coogans are prepared to think further than conventional medicine will 
lead them. They have, for example, been taking Ashlyn for Botox treatments. These loosen the muscles, giving the limbs a 
chance to stretch rather than curl in. AS a consequence, she is able to be potty-trained during the day, to crawl and to use 
her walkers. 


Because, as Mr. Coogan was emphatic in pointing out, cerebral palsy is not a matter of mental disability, Ashlyn’s cognition 
is on par with any other five-year-old. It is her physical condition that inhibits her ability to soeak and, of course, to perform 
normal functions and activities. This can cause frustration and tears as she sees her able-bodied sister doing anything she 
pleases and talking while Ashlyn must struggle to communicate and play. 


Her parents struggle, too, to provide her with as many special tools as they can find in order to facilitate her progress. They 
have found many educational toys and programs to assist the little girl’s learning and, most importantly, they are 
continuously on the hunt for good communication aids. 


From a clever but simply structured book of pictures and symbols, Ashlyn can construct basic sentences and messages. She 
has a similarly designed electronic iPad which speaks for her as she touches related pictures. 


Her mobility is restricted to crawling, which is remarkable enough, but it is unlikely that she will ever walk more than with the 
walkers and other supporting equipment of the type she currently uses. So, she is usually in a wheelchair outside the home, 
which, along with all the other things, will have to be upgraded with her as she grows, along with specific car seats and, 
before long, a vehicle that will carry a wheelchair.

day eee ton After being seizure-free from four months old, Ashlyn had a seizure on New Year’s Day this year 


which led to a series of seizures, a diagnosis of epilepsy and the necessity for a new regime of 
drugs to control them. 


Everything incurs cost, sometimes, very heavy and, while Mr. Coogan is emphatic that his 
appreciation for the assistance of the community, his own company and, now, the Knights of 
Columbus, he insists that his joy is about much more than the money. 


“It’s the involvement of the community and the caring,” he said. “It’s the fact that people are 
willing to help.” 


As manager of the Zehrs store in Alliston, Mr. Coogan is very conscious of the needs for respect 
and work of disabled people. With this in mind, he is quite prepared to hire disabled individuals 
and works with Matthew's House and Focus in Alliston. Recently, the Alliston Herald published 
an article about the attitude of the Zehrs management in this regard. 


Between Mr. and Mrs. Coogan, they said, “Whether you’re a parent or a grandparent, it [having 
a disabled child] plays on your heart strings. Does anybody have the heart to tell their stories?” 
Commented Mr. Coogan, “I encourage the people that work for me at Zehrs to tell me their 
stories, but who do | tell? It’s important in today’s society - everybody’s so busy - we’ve got to 
put that sense of community back there. 


“This is really about getting the message out there that people can come with their stories and 
the community will respond; there is help. Also, the role of the church. People are leaving the 
church, losing their faith but the church helps. We just want to show that people can come out 
and find help.” 


“Ashlyn is just like every other child,” Mrs. Coogan told us. “Sometimes when we’re out if she’s 
Slow, walking with her walkers, people get mad. But we just need to have compassion and 
patience. We want her to have every opportunity to be whatever she wants.” 


The Knights of Columbus will host their 5th annual Sunshine Charity Poker Ride on Sunday, 
September 8, 2013 in support of Ashlyn Coogan and other local families and charities. As Steve 
White, Chairman of the Charity Committee told us, “We don’t give much to institutions; we like 
to give funds to individual families and small local groups. Mostly, we give to people.”
